Charles M. Moore pleaded 
guilty today of first-degree mur- 
der and robbery in the killing 
of Thomas Grupe, 15-year-old 
delivery boy, in a drug store 
holdup. 

Moore’s nephew, Lloyd Lee 
Anderson, was found guilty yes- 
terday in the holdup-murder and 
a jury fixed his punishment at 
death,

A. Zorin presented the latest 
plan yesterday to United States 
Ambassador Adlai E. Steven- 
son who told him the United 
States could not accept it, 

The new Soviet idea was con- 
tained in a resolution that would 
have the General Assembly, on 
recommendation of the Security 
Council, appoint one man to 
“organize the work of the (U.N.) 
Secretariat’ together with four 
deputies. The proposal, billed as 
a temporary measure, would re- 
main in force until April 1963.

President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of the U.A.R. bowed to the 
revolutionary command which 


led the predawn uprising yester- 


| day. 

He announced that he had re- 
called troops, planes and war- 
ships sent to crush the revolt, 
and indicated he would leave to 
the Syrians the task of working 
out their future. 

“The regime of tyranny has 
gone forever,” said Damascus 
ortho: proclaiming inde- 
pendence from Cairo, accusing 
ren of turning Syria into a 

rison and disputing his claim 
+ Arab leadership. 

The Jordanian government of 
King Hussein immediately recog- 
nized the rebel government, 
Hussein has lonz been a foe of 
Nasser and the U.A.R. 

The Turkish government also 
recognized the newly established 
'Syrian government. Turkey has 
had many misgivings about Nas- 
ser’s plans for union of Arab 
countries.

Hubbard was arrested here 
Wednesday night after a com- 
plaint that he was flourishing a 
pistol in a restaurant. 

The priest's body was found 
by Sheriff Norman Woodruff of 
Walden after he read in a news- 
paper yesterday that Father de 
Gyarmathy had been reported 
missing last Monday. 

Noting the similarity in the 
description of the priest’s car 
and the one abandoned on the 
ranch, the sheriff investigated 
and found the body.

Mrs. Hoffman said she noticed 
a paper shopping bag containing 
trash was missing, which 
prompted her to think her hus- 
band might have gone to a va- 
cant lot where trash is dumped 
by residents of the area.

Ruling in Indiana. 


The Indiana Appellate Court 
had ruled earlier that the state’s 
right-to-work law does not bar 
an agency shop contract. The 
case went to the NLRB when 
G.M. declined to bargain for 
the agency shop on the ground 
such an arrangement was pro- 
hibited by federal law. 

Today’s decision appeared by 
no means to have finally dis- 
posed of the agency shop issue. 

William Feldesman, NLRB 
solicitor, told reporters it was 
his interpretation that the de- 
cision made it mandatory for 
employers in Indiana and in 
states without right-to-work laws 
to bargain over the agency 
shop. But as for the states with 
right-to-work laws, he said it 
was his belief that future cases 
would have to determine whether 
specific state statutes forbidding 
the agency shop can stand. 

In his dissent, Leedom said 
that the agency shop would en- 
courage non-members to join the 
U.A.W. 

“In this way,’ Leedom con- 
tinued, ‘the very thing is 
achieved that the federal statute 
guarantees shall not be required 
of employes in a right-to-work 
state quite as efectively as if the 
union contract expressly pro- 
vided for union membership as 
a condition of employment. For 
who can say as a verity that a 
man forced to buy a_cake will 
not eat it.”’

3. Large numbers of ASW 
ships are necessary, many 
times the number the United 
States has now. They must be 
large ships to take the new 
equipment and, as a _ result, 
they have become increasingly 
costly. This makes the supply 
of great numbers practically 
impossible. 

THE NAVY is convinced from 
its extensive testing against our 
own submarines operating as the 
enemy’s that no single method 
of anti-submarine warfare can 
perform the task. Every means 
available must be combined. 


The first problem is to find the 
enemy submarine. This is done 
by underwater sound ranging 
(sonar) equipment. Modern sub- 
marines can travel at great 
depths. Anywhere from 150 feet 
to 400 feet below the surface is 
the -thermocline, the boundary 
between the surface layer of 
warm water and the colder water 
beneath it. 

Sound has difficulty pene- 
trating this layer as well as 
other layers of greater salinity 
and greater pressure. Sound 
bounces off them just as radio 
bounces off the Heaviside layer 
in the atmosphere. This makes 
it difficult for sonar gear in a 
surface ship to hear submarines 
traveling at great depths. 

A few ships have been equipped 
with sonar gear that can be let 
down below the thermociine to 
listen for the deep-running sub- 
marines. 

SONAR IS ACTIVE and pas- 


sive. Passive sonar equipment 


simply listens for the noise of a 
submarine, Active sonar equip- 
ment works something like ra- 
dar, except that sound is used 
instead of electric impulse. Sound 
is sent out under water and its 
echo is listened for as it bounces 
back from an object in its path. 


The SQS-26 sonar weighs 30 
tons, and the power to operate it 
is 1600 times that required for a 
World War II sonar, It is fitted 
into. a great bulbous nose in the 
ship. This nose extends well back 
and increases the draft of some 
ships from 18 to 28 feet. It in- 
creases the power requirements 
of these ships. 

Another idea is to set up un- 
derneath listening and noise- 
making stations. One such trans- 
ducer is being used experimental- 
ly on the converted naval tanker 
Mission Capistrano. It is being 
tested in connection with an 
underwater listening station near 
Bermuda. It is so large that 
when i it is retracted, part of its

“Progress Slow in Sounding Out 
Gromyko on Berlin Negotiations 


Serious Soviet Interest Believed Indi- 
cated in 10 Hours of Talks With 


Rusk and Home.

UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 29 (AP). 
WESTERN FOREIGN MINISTERS were reported today to 
be making slow progress in obtaining information from For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko on Soviet plans for negotiating 


on the Berlin crisis. 

Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and Foreign Secretary Lord 
Home of Britain have spent a 
total of more than 10 hours 
meeting with the top Soviet dip- 
lomat in the last eight days. 
Their main questions about So- 
viet intentions are said to be 
still unanswered. 


Western diplomats reported 
the talks have yielded some 
slight indication that Russia 
may be seriously interested in 
arranging a Big Four foreign 
ministers’ conference later on, 
but it obviously is in no haste to 
do 580. 


Some Western officials think 
Premier Khrushchev probably 
prefers to stall off a conference 
until after a Soviet Communist 
party meeting in Moscow late 
next month. There is speculation 
that he may sign the treaty with 
Communist East Germany or 
announce definite plans for sign- 
ing it at that time. Thus he may 
not want to get into negotiations 
until he has acted. 


HOME AND GROMYKO spent 
an hour and 20 minutes together 
late yesterday. It was their sec- 
ond meeting. Rusk previously 
had held two long conferences 
with Gromyko and is scheduled 
to meet with him again tomor- 
row morning. 

Rusk then will hold a final 
talk with Home here tomorrow 


afternoon. He plans to return to 


Washington tomorrow night and 
Home expects to fly to London 
Sunday. Their departures prob- 
ably will not end the talks, how- 
ever, for Gromyko may go to 
Washington next week for an- 
other meeting with Rusk.

Gromyko is understood to have 
emphasized to Home again yes- 
terday that the Soviet govern- 
ment wants to make a Berlin 
settlement only in the framework 
of an East German peace treaty. 

By this approach the Soviets 
seek to get one of their main 
points which is that eventually 
the stationing of Western troops 
in West Berlin must come to an 
end. 

Rusk has said repeatedly that 
the United States has no inten- 
tion of weakening the position 
of the West Berlin garrison by 
any arrangement that implies 
that the troops are there through 
agreement with either Russia or 
East Germany. 

HOME IS REPORTED to have 
spent most of the time in yes- 
terday’s meeting asking Gromy- 
ko specific questions about pos- 
sible negotiating procedures and 
about Russia’s intentions with 
respect to the East German 
treaty and Berlin’s future.

Tonight when I say my usual 
prayers I shall ask the Lerd to 
. Spare at least two of your book- 
reviewers. My special plea will be 
for Professors Buchan and Levi of 
Washington University. 

There was a time when the trou- 
bles of the world were ascribed to 
the machinations of the devil, to 
original sin, to the “fates.” This 
is out of date. Today it is science 
and the scientists who brought us 
the mess we are in. If the ‘‘Hu- 
manists”’ do not put it as plainly as 
this, the implication of the views 
they express can hardly be doubted. 

The title “Humanists” has been 
misappropriated. Humanity can only 
gain from knowledge — dependable, 
reliable, testable knowledge. This 
is precisely what science has given 


us, and this is precisély where non- . 


. scientific claims to knowledge, such 
. as speculative philosophy, meta- 
physics and the like, have failed 
miserably. If the scientific enter- 
prise is not a “human” one legiti- 
mately, then indeed the terms hu- 
man, humanism and humanities, 


. should be redefined.

But science is of the modern 
world, and the modern world is in 
deep trouble; ergo, the phoniest non 
sequitur of the age. The argument 
is so shallow that one would hardly 
be inclined to take it seriously were 
it not for the terrible urgency of the 
circumstances in which it is em- 
ployed. 

We may go the way of the dino- 
gaur; and more to our shame, that 
our exit would be of our own doing. 
Should this come to pass it would 
represent a failure to apply the 
same objective, dispassionate, 
truth-seeking spirit to. social and 
political problems. that science has 
eroployed in other fields. 

All that the “‘Humanists’’ seem to 
offer in our present dilemma, 
amounts to verbiage, and adds fur- 
ther to the, confusion. inher- 
ited from agea of distorted notions. 
They..possess nd private special 
form. of wisdom to.help us in our 
dangeroiis path. If our: long -his- 
tory has not demonstrated that we 
cannot be safely guided by claims 
to “truth” and “‘wisdom’’ that are 
obtained by revelation, mystic con- 
templation, “deep insight,’’ intuition, 
star gazing and the crystal-ball— 
if so, ‘then history would indeed be 
what Henry Ford Sr. said it was.

Mr. Kennedy has already stolen the ball 
which Moscow was accustomed to carry, la- 
beled “general and complete disarmament.” 
He thereby forced the Kremlin to suggest a se- 
ries ‘of steps to moderate the arms race, which 
might be taken immediately while awaiting 
progress in the broader negotiations. We 
think the President should steal this ball too. 


Some of the Soviet offers are old stuff, and 
unacceptable. For example, nothing would 
be gained by formally renouncing the use of 
nuclear weapons; that would merely alter the 
verbal terms of the power equation without 
doing anything to check the arms race. Nor 
can we “ban war propaganda,” since free gov- 
ernments do not control press and speech. But 
the Russians ask that their suggestions be con- 
sidered separately or together, and the Presi- 
dent ought to respond selectively to those that 
offer any promise of improving the atmos- 
phere for renewed talks on _ long-range 
disarmament. 

> > > 


Thus a freeze on military expenditures by 
both sides might be feasible, though not at 
the Jan. 1, 1961 level, if ways of verification 
could be worked out. There is no good rea- 
son why the NATO countries should not sign 
a non-aggression pact with the Soviet bloc; 
we are already committed against aggression 
generally by the U.N. Charter, and there would 
be no harm in making the commitment spe- 
cific. The West cannot agree now to with- 
draw all troops from foreign bases, but the 
Russians’ suggested first step of a reduction 
in foreign troops stationed in both East and 
West Germany is decidedly worth exploring 
if the Berlin crisis is satisfactorily resolved. 


Three other measures on Moscow's prospec- 
tus should be seriously considered if they can 
be obtained free of unacceptable conditions. 
One is an agreement to bar the transfer of 
nuclear weapons to. non-nuclear powers—a 
proposal the President made for the first 
stage of his general disarmament plan. An- 
other is the suggestion to make Africa and, 
more important, central Europe atom-free 
zones in which deployment and manufacture 
of rockets and nuclear weapons. would be 
barred—a measure of disengagement that 


might serve both Western and Soviet intep-\ 


ests. Finally, the Kremlin revives its earlier 
plan for ground control posts at ports, rail- 
way junctions and highways to lessen the 
danger of surprise attack. This would repre- 
sent much less than complete protection 
against surprise attack, but any measure of- 
fering a possible start on international in- 
spection, however small, is worth. attention. 


President Kennedy’$ sweeping disarmament 
plan, as offered to the U.N. this week, obvi- 
ously cannot be negotiated in a hurry. Some 
points need clarification and improvement. 
For example, he suggests that armed forces 
in the first stage be reduced to 2.1 million 
men for Russia and the United States. This 
would represent a reduction of only 11 per 
cent from actual American force levels today, 
and 22 per cent from levels to be reached 
after the current buildup. By contrast, the 
United States in its 1955 plan proposed first- 
stage reductions for both sides to 1 or 1.5 
million, representing cuts of 53 to 69 per cent. 
The first reductions must be substantial in 
order to create confidence for later steps. 

Similarly we hope the President will refrain 
from making a disarmament treaty contingent 
upon a large-scale revision of the U.N. char- 
ter, as some parts of the American memo- 
randum imply. International law and collec- 
tive security must indeed be strengthened 


* as nationdl armaments are reduced, but it is 


all too clear that if American policy is to 
delay disarmament until a world government 
is set up, an arms treaty will be unattainable 
in the foreseeable future. Yet progress to- 
ward curbing the arms race is essential now. 

What can be done now is to take some 
guarded measures of disengagement, mutual 
reassurance and moderation of the military 
buildup. President Kennedy should leave no 
opportunity unexplored for proceeding in this 
direction as soon a8 the Berlin crisis permits. 
By pressing for such measures as well as a 
long-range disarmament treaty, -he could 
strengthen the hold which his Assembly speech 
gave him on the initiative for peace. 


No Explanation Needed 


Gov. John M, Dalton explains that he at- 
tended the Southern Governors conference in 
Nashville: because the meeting was. helpful. 
He picked up ideas about state aid for de- 
pressed areas and about television in public 
schools. He could hardly be expected to 
pick up any ideas about the one problem com- 
mon to Missouri and the other 16 states rep- 
resented at the conference—public school in- 
tegration—because that is one problem on 
which the conference has never taken a stand. 

Missourians may wonder why Gov. Dalton 
found an explanation necessary. Missouri 
may not be exactly a Southern state, but it 
has a Southern exposure. It has cotton and 
moonlight and some -magnolias. And Gov. 
Dalton is from southern Missouri. Southern 
Missouri, be it noted, extends as far south as 
Nashville. The Governor hardly overextended 
himself by going there. 


Solution for West Irian 


The proposal of The Netherlands that the 
disputed portion of New Guinea be placed 
under United Nations jurisdiction merits care- 
ful study. The area has been administered 
by the Dutch for the last 12 years but is 
claimed by the Indonesians, who call it West 
Irian. Australia controls the remainder of 
New Guinea under a U.N. trusteeship. 


Foreign Minister Luns of The Netherlands 
said the aim is to prevent a crisis in West New 
Guinea similar to that which developed in 
The' Congo when the Belgians abruptly pulled 
out. He suggested that the U.N. send an in- 
quiry commission to the: territory, and pro- 
posed a plebiscite to determine. the inhab- 
itants’ wishes. Mr. Luns said further that 
The Netherlands would continue financial aid, 
and that Dutch officials would be urged 
to remain in their jobs as international civil 
servants, | 

The Indonesians, who became independent 
of The Netherlands in 1949 and who retain 
feelings of bitterness toward the Dutch, will 


want to be assured that the Luns al is 
not a veiled means of continuing h con- 
trol. It may be the means of settling an acri- 
monious dispute, however, and President Su- 
skarno of Indonesia appears receptive. He 
‘continues to feel that the best answer is trans- 
fer of authority directly from The Nether- 
lands to Indonesia, but he is willing “to con- 
sidet seriously” the Luns 
Some form of U.N. supervision, at least for 
the time being, seems to offer the best solu- 
tion, The New Guinea natives are extremely 
backward and need help. That could be pro- 
vided by the U.N. 


In One Race or Two? 


One of the singular problems of American 
politics is how to make a disclaimer of presi- 
dential ambitions convincing. Richard M. 
Nixon faced that elemental problem in an- 
nouncing for the California governorship race 
in 1962 and stating that “I shall not seek the 
presidency in 1964. I shall not be a candi- 
win and I know people will take’ me at my 
word.” | 

This statement is certainly as good as Cal- 
vin Coolidge’s “I do not choose to run,” but 
experienced politicians remain skeptical. No 
doubt the test of such disclaimers is the in- 
tent of the man who makes them, and it is 
asking a lot of the American people to be- 
lieve that a man who narrowly missed the 
White House on one occasion will refuse to 
make the attempt the next time if his chances 
look good. 

Those who wonder about Mr. Nixon’s inten- 
tions are not limited to members of the oppo- 
sition party. He said his announcement ought 
0 delight Gov. Rockefeller of New York and 

enator Goldwater of Arizona, but at least 

ne of these rivals for Republican leadership 

is-not especially delighted. Gov. Rockefeller 
questions whether Mr. Nixon has eliminated 
himself from the 1964 presidential race and 
says that “a draft will always be a possibili- 
ty.” In politics a draft is supposed to ab- 
solve any man of earlier commitments. 

If Gov. Rockefeller is right, the Nixon 
strategy might be to let the Rockefeller and 
Goldwater forces battle to a deadlock in the 
G.O.P. convention, leaving a Nixon draft as 
the probable way out. Meanwhile, as Cali- 
fornia’s Governor, Mr. Nixon would hold con- 
trol of his state’s large delegation, and be 
able to maintain a public forum for his views. 

Such a strategy would presuppose Mr. Nix- 
‘on’s ability to defeat bitter and strong rivals 
including former Republican Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight in the primary and Democratic Gov. 
Pat Brown in the election. Recent polls have 
indicated that Mr. Nixon is the strongest Re- 
publican for the race, but even his announced 
course represents a political gamble. If Cali- 
fornians do elect him Governor, they might 
consider electing a strong Lieutenant Gover- 
nor also. Just as a hedge, of course.

The Anglican Archbishop of Wales, the 
Right Rev. Albert E. Morris, has stirred up a 
lively dispute by telling his flock that “alco- 
holic beverages are a gift from God.” This 
pronouncement jis contained in a booklet en- 
titled “The Christian Uses of Alcoholic Bev- 
erages’ which went on sale recently in Cardiff 
for two shillings. 


Protests came not only from teetotalers but 
from churchmen who thought the archbishop 
was playing politics and disapproved of his 
statement because it might influence an elec- 
tion. The citizens of Wales go to the polls in 
November to decide whether pubs should be 
open on Sunday for the first time in eighty 
years. 

Having gone through Prohibition, which 
brought forth every possible viewpoint on 
alcohol—from gift-of-God to trick-of-the-devil 
—Americans are in a position to advise Wales 
if advice is wanted. For a starter, we sug- 
gest that the Archbishop's opponents get up 
that graphic demonstration in which an egg 
dropped in alcoho] shrivels to a crisp before 
your eyes—and never mind what this has to 
do with either Prohibition or Sunday closing. 


On a Darkened Screen 


Current state and federal confusion over 
censorship laws is not unnatural in a nation 
traditionally devoted to free expression. But 
in the whole field of censorship nothing is 
quite as clouded as the movie screen. 


A new bulletin from the University of Mis- 
souri’s Freedom of Information Center notes 
that motion pictures arrived in court long 
after the printed page. Films thus have re- 
ceived haphazard treatment. Chicago's cen- 
sors. generally are policemen’s widows. The 
mayor of Taunton, Mass., acts as cénsor to 
Save paying a special salary. In Boston, the 
job alternates among the mayor’s six secre- 
taries. In Providence, the censor ‘is the city 
amusement inspector. 

The censors themselves explain part of the 
trouble with censorship, but the basic trouble 
stems from laws giving them wide discretion. 
A former Memphis censor banned Ingrid Berg- 
man’s movies after her divorce, and the pres- 
ent board has banned good films with a racial 
content. Atlanta’s ordinance permits a board 
to bar films affecting peace, health and mor- 
als without even saying how these might be 
affected—for good or ill. In May, Georgia 
Judge Luther Alverson threw out this ordi- 
nance because of its unconstitutional vague- 
ness and prior censorship. 


Prior censorship remains a point of conten- 
tion for the United States Supreme Court. In 
1952 that court finally held that motion pic- 
tures were included in First Amendment guar- 
antees for a free press and speech. But last 
January, in an astonishing 5-4 decision, the 
court upheld Chicago’s right to prohibit a 
film before it was shown. What has never 
been allowed for books or newspapers was al- 
lowed for movies. 


As Judge Alverson noted in the Atlanta 
case, the worst evil of such censorship is that 
it reverses our judicial process, by ‘holding a 
film or producer guilty until proved innocent. 
There is also a ridiculous feature. While 
some 50 cities have movie censorship, only 
four states do, “yet pornographic films are not 
shown in the theaters of the other 46,” the 
Georgia jurist said. These other states can 
invoke obscenity statutes to prevent such 
films without prior censorship. a pi 

History hardly justifies the argument that 
the Constitution protects only those forms of 


communication in existence when it was writ- ° 


ten. Movies may have come of age or, as some 
critics contend, grown to senility, but the 
First Amendment should protect free expres- 
sion in any Case.

Sane Appeal for Peace Leaves Responsibility to Small Nations as Well as Great Powers 


From The Times, London 

President Kennedy’s speech to the 
United Nations was eloquent and sane. 
Primarily it was an attempt to pre- 
serve the United Nations as a body 
capable of effective action in main- 
taining the peace and protecting young 
nations. 

Disappointed though he was by the 
attitude of the non-aligned countries 
which met in Belgrade, he still be- 
lieves that they and the other smaller 
nations can play an important role in 

keeping the peace. 
It is here that their 
The Mirror interests and those 
of the great powers 
of are identical. 

Conflicts arise 
over the means by 
which peace is to 
be kept. The So- 
viet Union objected when the United 
Nations frustrated its ambitions in The 
Congo, and so tried to emasculate the 
entire body. 

President Kennedy fortunately ap- 
pears to be carrying with him fairly 
wide support in his efforts to preserve 
the concepts embodied by Mr. Ham- 
marskjold, 

His appeal was linked primarily with 
disarmament. The argument he put 
before the delegates was clear: the 
machinery of war can be dismantled 
only if it is replaced by effective ma- 
chinery’ for keeping the peace. Only 
the United Nations can provide this ma- 
chinery, and the machinery can work 
only if it is unhampered by anything 
in the nature Of a troika and is run 
by a man “‘endowed with both the 
wisdom and the power to make mean-

discussion on this out into the open. 
The fate of the United Nations now 
hangs largely on the smaller nations 
and their membership could be better 
reflected. ' 


At the moment their firt.task is to 
consider ways of filling the gap left 
by Mr. Hammarskjold. Secondly they 
are faced with the related problem of 
disarmament. Mr, Kennedy has also 
brought Berlin before them, not for a 
solution but as a threat to peace. 
These are matters in which the great 
powers have reached virtual deadlock 
but in which the rest of the world has 
an interest. 

However, although Mr. Kennedy was 
primarily addressing the United Na- 
tions, its members would do well to 
realize that he is leader of a nation 
which sometimes shows signs of a 
latent suspicion of the’ organization, 
largely because of the fear that, if it 
fell under the influence of neutfalists, 
it would ignore America’s vital in- 
terests, 

The responsibility is therefote mu- 
tual. Only if the smaller nations can 
justify their role in reducing world 
tensions can they expect the backing 
they need.

There is some danger a 
fatal misunderstanding 
on Khrushchev’s part.

This twilight zone exists be- 
cause the allied position has not 
yet been developed fully and de- 
fined precisely in a really seri- 
ous and exhaustive diplomatic 
conference. In view of the illu- 
sions and miseducation of the 
past ten years about the German 
situation, | do not believe that 
the allied position can now be 
developed and defined in public 
speeches. If there is to be a 
conference, the chief negotiator 
for the West must have enough 
freedom so that he is not im- 
mobilized in a strait-jacket. 


Gromyko’s speech on Tues- 
day, which followed the Presi- 
dent’s on Monday, brought into 
the open, although not in precise 
language, the immediate 
over West Berlin. 


In essence, Gromyko said that 
the Soviet Union would guaran- 
tee self-determination in West 
Berlin and access to it on condi- 
tion that the rizhts of access are 
negotiated first with the East 
German government. Whether 
this is an intolerable demand or 
one that touches no vital interest 
of the West cannot be deter- 
mined in the abstract. It can- 
not be determined until it has 
been thoroughly explored 
through diplomatic channels.

Thus, it would obviously be 
intolerable if what Gromyko 
means is that Secretary Rusk 
is supposed to go to East Ber- 
lin and work out traffic arrange- 
ments with Herr Ulbricht. But it 
would not be intolerable if 
Gromyko meant only that, let 
us say, during the coming con- 
ference of the Big Four, there 
should be a meeting of Western, 
West German, and East German 
transportation specialists to draft 
an agreement which all the pow- 
ers could then guarantee. 

I do not wish to imply that 
the task of untangling the knot 
is easier than it is. It is extreme- 
ly difficult, and the task of cre- 
ating a new status and a new 
function for West Berlin is one 
not for the pygmies, but for the 
giants.

Pastoral Letter Calls on All 
Christians to Work and 
Pray to End Divisions. 


DETROIT, Sept. 29 (AP) — 
Bishops of the Episcopal church 
today urged Christians to “work 
and pray without ceasing” until 
the church “divisions by which 
we dishonor our one Lord are 
done away.”’ 

In a 4000-word pastoral letter 
a key document of the church's 
triennial general convention, the 
bishops voiced hope for a ‘‘ma- 
jor breakthrough toward reunion 
in the United States.” 

They hailed the ecumenical 
movement that is drawing long- 
separated churches together and 
said the search for unity has 
assumed vast scope and urgency 
in modern times. 


The letter must be read in the 
more than 5000 Episcopal 
churches across the country 
within a month or receipt. It 
calls on all believers to join in 
the cause of Christian unity. 


The letter, drawn up by the 
195-member House of Bishops, 
was read in the closing session 
of the convention's 670-memver 
House of Deputies. 

Praises Church Councils. 

The letter said, “Our deepest 
allegiance is not to the Epis- 
copal Church’’ but to the ‘‘one 
catholic and apostolic church 
and believers are duty-bound to 
find means to make their unity 
in that church visible to the 
world.”’ 

The letter praised the National 
and World Councils of Churches 
in creating an atmosphere of 
greater understanding among 
Christians and expressed sorrow 
that the Roman Catholic Church 
did not belong to the World 
Council, but said “we can re- 
joice’ that Rome is taking an 
increasing interest in it. 

‘We see churches and bodies 
of Christians moving out of iso 
lation into communication,. the 
letter said. 

Birth Control Supported. 

Artificial birth control when 
used “in Christian conscience” 
was supported by the denomina- 
tion as not only morally per- 
missible, but necessary to avert 
tragedy in some cases. 
lands today, the 
church said, “population is in- 
creasing so fast that the sur- 
vival of young and old is threat- 
ened and population control has 
become a necessity. 

“While condemning abortion 
and inianticide, we believe that 
meihods of control which are 
medically indorsed and morally 
acceptable may help the people 
of these lands so to plan family 
life that children may be born 
without likelihood of starva- 
tion.” 

The convention appreved a 
resolution put forward by two 
Southerners calling racial preju- 
dice “inconsistent with the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ.”

The Buffs had finished in fifth 
place until the eligibility ruling. 
Colorado's conference record was 
changed from 7-7 to 1-13. 


Also affected was the Colo- 
rado-Missouri game in the pre- 
season tournament of Dec. 29, 
1960. 

Gilmore’s_ eligibility for the 
coming season was believed to 
be in jeopardy, both for his par- 
ticipation in the summer league 
and for being named in the re- 
cent wave of basketball scan- 
dals. He reportedly was ap- 
proached by gamblers and asked 
to help shave points in games 
in which he played. Gilmore re- 
fused, but did not report the 
incident to the Big Eight Con- 
ference. 

The 204-pounder, the club’s 
leading scorer and rebounder 
over the past two seasons, was 
an All-Big Eight selection as a 
sophomore when he led the team 
with 334 points and 254 rebounds. 
Although injured much of last 
season, the Colorado forward- 
guard was given honorable men- 
tion on the all-conierence team. 
Announcement of the Big Eight 
Conference faculty committee's 
ruling was made by Reaves 
Peters, the league’s executive 
secretary. Peters emphasized 
that the ineligibility applied only 
to last year and that Gilmore is 
in good standing for the 1961-62 
campaign.

The acquisition gives General 
Development, the nation’s big- 
gest community development

WASHINGTON, D. C. (UPI)— 
After a slow start caused in part 
by a bureaucratic reshuffle, the 
government’s program of direct 
loans to build housing projects 
for the elderly seems to be gath- 
ering momentum. 

Authorized by Congress in 1959, 
the program couldn't get started 
until 1960 because the lawmakers 
delayed appropriating funds, 

Then Housing Agency lawyers 
and the engineers had to iron out 
procedures and standards. That 
started in the office of the hous- 
ing administrator, where officials 
initially managing the program 
devised a “commitment” pro- 
cedure. 

Several months ago the pro- 
gram was shifted to the Com- 
munity Facilities Administration, 
a part of the housing agency, 
whose staff has experience in 
making loans. That shift invalved 
a change from “commitments” 
to ‘loan agreements.” 

Consider all this, if you will, a 
shakedown period. Officials are 
hopeful it is over and that the 
bulk of the program’s problems 
are behind it. 

A dozen loan agreements have 
been signed in the iast five 
months compared to three in the 
preceding half-year. The 15 
agreements during the last 11 
months totaled about $9.4 mil- 
lion, a little more than one-fifth 
the $45 million Congress appro- 
priated before consideration of 
the first fiscal 1962 supplemental 
appropriations bill. 

Expects More. 


The 1961 housing act increased 
the authorization for the elderly 
loan program to $125,000,000. 
Housing officials fear that budget 
pressures caused by the Berlin 
crisis will push the appropria- 
tions closer to what already has 
been voted.

Although vacation

The early fall is a good time 
to select a summer home site, 
Tobin says. Summer renters 
who have ‘“‘fallen in love” with 
a particular location can return 
to it for a long second look. 
And, he adds, a trip to the coun- 
try on cool fall weekends is a 
big indv ement for interested 
families. 

If you plan to buy a vacation 
house, Tobin advises being on 
the lookout for good construction 
features just as you would for a 
year-round dwellings. 

“While the summer home 

t.2edn’t be as large or elaborate, 
it should contain adequate wir- 
ing, good plumbing and drain- 
age, a plentiful. water supply 
and require little upkeep. ex- 
pense,”’ he points out. 
' The widespread availability in 
rural areas of durable materials 
drainage systems makes it pos- 
sible: to put first-rate construc- 
tion into a second home, Tobin 
adds. 

Another factor making for 
carefree summer living is the 
wide range of pre-fabricated 
summer cottages on the market. 


One reason is that officials 
find many details of proposed 
elderly housing projects have to 
be revised by sponsors. This 
involves a lot of correspondence 
and time. 

Countless deficiencies can ap- 
pear in the initial application: 
Excessive costs, inadequate de- 
sign of features, poor site loca- 
tion, an unimpressive list of pro- 
posed directors. (As for getting 
men of standing to sponsor a 
project, Cavanaugh commented: 
“When you have a 50-year, 100 
per cent loan you have to be 
careful of the people back of 
it."’) 

Hesitates On Time, 

Moreover, the applications 
often are submitted by people 
who are inexperienced in hous- 
ing. This is because the program 
is limited to non-profit, private 
corporations, public agencies 
and consumer co-operatives. 
Churches and fraternal orders 
have expressed especially strong 
interest in the loans. 

Cavanaugh is hesitant about 
estimating average processing 
time because there is so much 
variation and because each ap- 
plication is different. ‘“‘Three to 
four weeks would be real fast, if 
everything was almost perfect,” 
he said. But three months is 
more common, he has found, 

Loan applications must show 
that private financing cannot be 
obtained on terms as favorable 
as the government offers. Be 
cause the government terms are 
so generous in.relation to the 
present money market, officials 
accept written statements from 
“at least two responsible lending 
institutions in the community,” 
according to Cavanaugh. There 
is little doubt that a more ex- 
haustive canvass would be no 
more fruitful. 

Although the loans are to fin- 
ance construction of rental hous 
ing for housing the elderly, proj- 
ects may also include cafeterias, . 
dining halls, community rooms 
(for hobbies, meetings, etc.) or 
infirmaries.

‘In Home Lighting 


WHEN A WOMAN GOES OUT to buy a new lamp for her 

the first question she asks? 

“Usually,” says Aileen Page, “she wants to know what 

y’ are using this year, Big lamps? Big shades? Light 
colors or dark? All this is 
fine if it fits good lighting 
principles.” 

Chairman of the Resi- 
dence Lighting Forums 
committee of the Illumi- 
nating Engineering Soci- 
ety which met this week, 
Miss Page spends her pro- 
fessional life (with Gen- 
eral Electric) trying to

tables, I don’t know. Over-size lamps belong in a hotel lobby 
er public building but not a home.” 


What kind of lamps belong in a home? This 
depends on whether they're being used for decoration 
or use, Miss Page says, Too often, the homemaker, 
torn between beauty and cost, doesn’t differentiate. 
If a lamp is intended for reading use, whether study 
or casual magazine perusal, its shade should be at 
eye level. For the average person, seated by the 
average end table, this means a shade 15 inches above 
the table. The shade should have a 16-inch diameter 
and an open top to release enough light to “balance 
the visual field.” 


“There’s no such thing as too bright a light,” Miss Page 
said, ‘‘because the strongest light is only a fraction of day- 
light. But too much concentration makes it seem too bright.” 

The answer is diversified light to balance the study lamp 
Wonderful things are being done today with 
structural lighting around cornices, moldings, walls. Many 
people have the idea that structural lighting is good only for 
capital-M modern homes but not so, Miss Page says. It 
can be equally effective concealed behind a draped swag in 
an older house which has an antique-y fixtures for decoration. 
A hint to crystal chandelier fanciers: recessed pinhole light- 
ing will give the jewel-like fixture greater sparkle. 

Ceiling lights, in bad repute of recent years, shouldn't 
be abolished just because many of them are offensive blobs. 
A general light that can be operated by a wall switch as 
you enter or leave a room is still necessary for many rooms, 
especially bedrooms. 

Pole lights, much in vogue at the moment, are fine for 
decoration, says Miss Page, not too successful functionally ex- 
cept for special uses—to beam a light at music on a piano, for 
instance. 


Garden lighting, on the increase, needs subtle 
handling. It shouldn’t be ‘“‘a mason jar on a stick,” 
but should be concealed, featuring the garden, not the 
light. “Blue white” gives red roses special brilliance. 


In the fluorescent field, the newest thing is a “panel 
lamp,”’ a square of fluorescence which soon will be incorpo- 
rated into home design, lending itself to scroll work and 
Incidentally, if your fluor- 
; escent bathroom fixture makes you look like death warmed 
, @ver, you're probably still using the original “daylight” type 

' @ tube. Switch to “de luxe warm white’’ for kinder results.

Shortage

RICH THOUGH IT IS in water 
resources, the United States is 
working itself up to a monu- 
mental thirst. 

The available water is being 
appropriated at a rate almost as 
alarming to scientists as the 
speed with which it is being pol- 
luted. 

By 1980, they say, roughly a 
third of the nation (see map) 
will be short of water, and by 
the dawn of the twenty-first cen- 
tury the shortage will have 
spread to more than half the 
couritry. 

The Senate Select Committee 
on Water Resources, which has 
been studying the problem for 
the last two years under the 
leadership of Senator Robert S. 
Kerr (Dem.) Oklahoma, has re- 
ported that the nation must plan 
on a huge scale to store water, 
to generate new water supplies, 
and to save water by keeping 
pure what we have. It puts a 
12 billion dollar price tag on the 
new storage works necessary, 
and a 42 billion dollar figure on 
the anti-pollution work. 

Congress passed a “pure 
water bill’? this summer which 
President Kennedy signed. It set 
up a $570,000,000 federal pro- 
gram to expand control 
of water pollution throughout 
the country. The plan provides 
matching funds for local water- 
treatment and sewage-disposal 
facilities. 

The United States is a 
water-rich nation, says Dr. 
Robert Z. Brown, a water ex- 


pert at the Colorado College 
Conservation Foundation. But 
contrary to popular belief, the 
nation’s water supply does 
have a limit and “there are 
no developments in sight which 
will substantially increase 
this amount.” 

Couple a finite water supply 
with a burgeoning population 
and a steady increase in the per 
capita ccmsumption of water, 
says Dr. Brown in the bulletin 
of the Population \ Reference 
Bureau, and you have the foun- 
dation of the water problem. 

There will be between 232,- 
000,000 and 274,000,000 people in 
the United States by 1980, ac- 
cording to Census Bureau pro- 
jections, and from 295,000,000 to 
420,000,000 by 2000. 

Last year, the United States 
used 60 per cent of its water 
supply, compared with only 8 
per cent in 1900. By 1975, experts 
estimate the country will be 
using 88 per cent of its total sup- 
ply. 

By 2000, says Dr. Brown, ‘“‘the 
available supply and the demand 
might be perilously close.” 

The total amount of fresh 
water available in the conti- 
nental United States averages a 
little less than 1100 billion gal- 
lons a day. Sources include sur- 
face water from the lakes and 
streams and man-made reser- 
voirs, and underground water 
from natural reservoirs deep 
below the surface. 


About 20 per cent of the water 
used in the nation today comes 
from the underground sources. 
In some sections—notably the 
Central and San Joaquin Vail- 


leys of California, south central 
Arizona, the high plains of 
northwestern Texas and eastern 
New Mexico and a small area of 
eastern Arkansas—hugh under- 
ground sources are steadily be- 
ing depleted. 

Dr. Brown says that of all the 
water now in use, industry and 
agriculture each use about 46 
per cent while 8 per cent goes 
for municipal supplies. The big- 
gest water hog of ‘all is irriga- 
tion. 


The primary user of under- 
ground water supplies, irriga- 
tion agriculture and the econ- 
omy it supports will begin to dis- 
appear during the next few 
decades, Dr. Brown, predicts. 

While industry withdraws great 
quantities of water, it depletes 
only a small amount, says Dr. 
Brown. More than 85 per cent of 
all industrial water is used for 
cooling and then discharged 
back into the stream. 

“The significant change is in 
quality, not in quantity,” he says. 


The water is warmed, which de- 


stroys many organisms. Because 


of this, natural purification proc- 


esses fai] to operate. Fish are 
killed, adding to the pollution. 

Industry, as well as munici- 
palities, further complicate the 
pollution problem by dumping 
wastes into streams. 

Dr. Brown calls pollution one 
of the nation’s most serious 
problems ‘“‘and certainly one 
which will be most difficult to 
solve. Even if 88 to 99 per cent 
sewage treatment can be 
achieved,”’ he says, ‘‘the level of 
stream purification probably will 
not be adequate.”

Dispatch 
pecial Dispatch 
HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 29. 

FROM TIME TO TIME during 
the summer there have been re- 
ports of a very sad state of af- 
fairs. at Beach Park No. 4 in 
Santa Monica, formerly known 
as Muscle Beach. Time was 
when thousands of people clust- 
ered on the three-acre patch of 
sand along the Pacific Coast to 
watch Adonises and Venuses flex 
their muscles and put on an or- 
ganized show of strength. But 
this year, despite record tour- 
ism to California and the instal- 
lation of $12,000 worth of trapeze 
and high wire equipment, only 
handfuls of spectators have been 
on hand to watch the West’s 
most beautiful men and women 
work out. Muscle Beach has 

gone to flab and family. 


The transition began three 
years ago when the Santa Mon- 
ica City Council ordered Muscle 
closed and the weights and plat- 
forms removed to a dreary base- 
ment a few blocks away because 
of public reaction to a few 
messy killings accomplished 
near the area. 

To placate the beach habit- 
ues and keep some sort of 
tourist. attraction alive, the 
council] substituted hi gh 
wires, bar bells, and trapezes 
for weights, causing much un- 
happiness among the old time 
beachniks. As DeForrest 
(Moe) Most, a retired physical 
director, told me on a recent 
visit to the beach, ‘“‘Here the 
United States wants to build 
itself as a strong nation and 
they take our weights away. 

. It doesn’t figure.” 

The jargon of musculature is 
still heard on tne beach, 
sprinkled with high wire talk. 
“Look at those pects and glutes 
and dig the cuts on the abs,” 
sun-bronzed blonde said to a-girl 
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friend as she watched a muscu- 
lar young man jump for some 
rings. The young man shouted 
to his friend, ‘“‘Hey spot me for 
a flippus.” (‘Stand by to catch 
me as I do a double somersault 
from the swinging rings.’’) 

The young people who come 
to the beach regularly are still 
beautiful with good bulk (build), 
but instead of cuts (muscles) 
they. are flatter and slimmer, 
as befits people who lift them- 
selves rather than weights. 

Costume is unchanged, 
though. On the beach girls 
wear the upper and lower sec- 
tions of bikinis, while men 
wear only the lower sections. 
Off the beach the men wear 
tight trousers, shirts with 
tailored shoulders and no 
sleeves to show off their 
muscles. Hair is important to 
both sexes. It is generally 
worn long and waved, and 
dyed blond,

They were finally asked 
to leave, but politely.

“These are still the gentlest 
people in the world. Any fellow 
could trim them. They can’t 
move, run or play tennis... 
their muscles have crippled 
them and they hate to fight; a 
fellow’s likely to get blemished. 
And they don’t talk much. They 
don’t need to. They just twitch.”

Looking at suggested solutions, 
Dr. Brown is pessimistic, 

Converting salt water from 
the ocean into fresh water is 
costly. The desalination plant at 
Freeport, Tex., the first in, op 
eration of five planned by the 
Department of Interior, purifies 
1,000,000 gallons of water a day 
at a cost of $1 to $1.25 per 1000 
gallons. Within five years, says 
Brown, this cost should — to 
about 30 cents. 


“Since this will require 
large amounts of cheap 
power,” he says, “desalina- 
tion may prove to be feasible 
only for large cities and indus- 
tries.” He feels the cost of 
pumping the purified water in- 
land from the coast will prove 
prohibitive. 


Although much has been said 
about artificial weather control, 
Dr. Brown finds results so far 
inconclusive. 

“The most promising factor in 
a thoroughly discouraging out- 
look for the nation’s available 


water supply is that current re- 


search may add up to 325 bil- 
lion gallons a year to supplies in 


the West in the next decade,”’ he 


says. “This includes research 
in water-saving techniques 
such as destruction of water- 


using streambank plants, reduc- 
tion of reservoir evaporation and 
improved irrigation methods.”’

balanced hand we should not 
plan to name both suits, and 
Since we intend to bid only one 
of them; we might as well bid 
the stronger one. 


If you were to open the bid- 
ding with a diamond and then 
follow with two clubs, partner 
might get the impression that 
you had greater. length in either 
or both suits, and this is simply 
not the case... 

3.. One heart. The spade sult 
is ignored because of its weak- 
ness, and the higher ranking of 
the two remaining four-card suits 
is chosén to start thé bidding. 
If a spade fit exists, the chances 
are that partner will respond in 
that suit. 

4, One club. Although the hand 
lends. itself to notrump play, the 
proper opening bid is one club. 
The intention is to jump to two 
notrump over partner’s response 
of one in any suit. 

The hand cannot be opened 
with. one notrump, which shows 
16 to 18 points, or two notrump, 
which shows 22 to 24 nts. 
While partner will not know that 
the club bid is backed up by ‘19 
high-card points, he will learn 
it soon enough when you get the 
opportunity to rebid. 

5. One spade. You should feel 
a little nervous about this bid, 
but it is the best .call available. 
If partner passes you out in one 
spade, you might possibly lase 
a game, but the chances are 
greatly against it. If partner re- 
sponds, showing six or more 
points, you will know that you 
have either a-game or. slam and 
act accordingly.

Chilling Religious Allegory. 


SWEDISH DIRECTOR Ingmar Bergman, who has always 
been preoccupied with religion, mysticism and symbolism 
in his serious works, has, in “THE VIRGIN SPRING,” at 
the APOLLO ART THEATER, gone all the way into religious 

mysticism in a grim and chilling medieval 
miracle play. 

It is based on a Fourteenth century leg- 
end and folk song about how a sunny young 
girl named Karin is raped and strangled in 
the woods by three moronic herdsmen while 
on her way to church. They strip the girl 
of her finery and try to sell the clothes, of 

all places, at her home. The horrible truth having made itself 
evident, the girl’s stern father, after undergoing cleansing 
rites, bloodily slaughters the trio, even one who is just a 
befuddled boy. When they find the girl’s body, he in peni- 
tence for the blood on his own hands resolves to build a 
church at that spot in atonement. A spring miraculously 
gushes forth, symbolizing the rebirth of Christian love. 

Working from a taut screen play by novelist Ulla Isaksson, 
Bergman has fashioned his scenes with a stark, primitive 
beauty, utter simplicity and unrelenting reality. By making the 


unfortunate girl's dark and evil stepsister a follower of 
the god Wodin, he has interplayed constantly Christianity and 
paganism, lightness and darkness, a pure, uncompromising 
concept of good and evil, working deliberately with great 
depth to bring out every nuance. His actors, Max Von Sydow 
as the father, Brigitta Pettersson as the girl, Gunnel Lind- 
blom as the hateful sister, are very good. 


However fascinating and compelling is this horrific play, 
1 still was somewhat disappointed in the climax. I failed 
to get any sense of transcendent power to compensate for 
the grimness of what has gone on before. 


Life of a Saint. 


BY CONTRAST, another religious picture, “FRANCIS OF 
ASSISI,” this one done by a Hollywood company in Italy, 
seems much more conventional in its approach, even in its 
handling of religious mysticism. It is showing at the AMBAS- 

SADOR. 
The film traces the life of St. Francis 
from his youth as a gay blade and later a 
soldier to his hearing of a divine voice, and 
establishment of the Franciscan order of 
monks with their vows of poverty. His 
struggle, against more sophisticated oppo- 
sition, literally to obey the teachings of 
Christ, is told faithfully and sincerely. Filmed in Assisi and 
other Umbrian towns, as well as Rome, it has beautiful color 
photography and paints a vivid Thirteenth century panorama. 

As Francis, Bradford Dillman, one of the foremost of the 
younger actors, does a remarkable job of conveying spiritu- 
ality within the limits of the script. His death scene, mount- 
ing in his religious passion and anguish, is immensely moving 
and achieves a grandeur which makes up for much of the 
cautious pedestrianism of some of the early scenes—scripters 
and. director Michael Curtiz have obviously tried, but have 
not been able to escape the tinge of the stilted that often sur- 
feits this type of picture. 


Dolores Hart is rather radiant as a young nobelwoman 
friend of Francis’s who becames a nun, but the character is 
given no depth in the script. Stuart Whitman’s worldly 
antagonist, a ruthless and reckless warrior, is quite conven- 
tional. Finlay Currie as the Pope, Cecil Kellaway as a Cardi- 
nal and Pedro Armendariz as a Sultan impressed by the 
fire and courage of Francis do their usual fine character 
work. 


Dirty Politics in the State House. 


“ADA,” at the ESQUIRE THEATER, gives what appears 
-‘to be a very authentic picture of some Southern politics at 


the state level, the manipulation of puppets by a powerful 
boss, graft, sordidness and ruthlessness. Its script, from 
a novel by Wirt Williams called ‘Ada 
Dallas,” seems lifted directly from life, 
and is quite absorbing as it turns over the 
rock of ward-heeling statesmanship and 
shows the things crawling around under- 
neath. 
Director Daniel Mann has given it a sort 
of tabloid realism (the California state capi- 
tol at Sacramento. has substituted very well for its Dixie 
counterpart). The performances are excellent—Dean Martin 
as a good-natured guitar-playing slob who is ballyhooed into 
the governor's chair, Susan Hayward as a shrewd prostitute 
he picks up on the way and marries, Ralph Meeker as a 
vicious, oily, colonel of state police, Martin Balsam as a 
well-intentioned political press-agent, but above all, Wilfrid 
Hyde White, the silver-haired English actor re-equipped with 
Southern accent, as a cold, merciless, intellectual boss. His 
work has Oscar-nomination stature. 


Problems in Paris. 


“PARIS BLUES” at LOEW’S STATE offers some moody 
Parisian left-bank atmosphere in black and white, some skilled 
actors in Paul Newman, Joanne Woodward, Sidney Poitier 
and even newcomer Diahann Carroll, the Negro songstress 

(who seems surprisingly at ease) and lots 
of problems. The problems are _ tossed 
around by two expatriate American jazz 
musicians, one white and one Negro, and 
American tourist girls whom they meet and 
fall in love with. Their worries are career 
vs. marriage, Night People vs. Day People, 
whether to remain in Paris or give up for 
Squaresville, U.S.A., whether a Negro ought to enjoy equality 
recognition in Paris or return to America to fight in his 
race struggle. All with some hot jazz by Louis Armstrong 
and his band thrown in for nothing. 

Well, the problems are murky and unhappy, and they 
never really get solved—half the ending is downbeat, half 
upbeat. But that’s life, I guess. The film is well enough done, 
but just stews, a sort of shabbily intelectual merry-go-round. 
No wonder those people like to forget everything in some 
hot and pulsing jazz. 


. More Broad Than Clever. 


THE RAUCOUS and ribald English comedy of the “Carry 
On” type is getting broader and broader and I am afraid 
“DENTIST IN THE CHAIR,” at the TIVOLI, has lost all 
claim to believability or cleverness with an out-and-out forced 
farce. A sort of combination ‘Doctor in the House” and 
“Carry On Nurse” in concept, it tells how two dental students 
get mixed up with a burglar who tries to peddle them some 
stolen dental instruments. Many of the wisecracks—some of 
which are, I suspect, old chestnuts in the dental profession 
—will bring laughs, so I suppose it will have its followers 
in spite of its absence of quality. Bob Monkhouse, Kenneth 
Connor, Eric Barker and Peggy Cummins are featured.

Friedrich Hecker, Patriot of Two Lands 


Career of German Immigrant for Whom

FRIEDRICH KARL FRANZ HECKER

HECKER, Ill., Sept. 29 

HECKER IS a pleasant village 
of some 200 souls in Southern 
Illinois, Its neat, well-kept Ger- 
man-styled brick houses fringe 
both sides of State Highway 159 
just after that slightly curving. 
dipping, rising road leaves St 
Clair county and drops over into 
Monroe count, 

If neighboring towns will help 
place it, Hecker is six miles 
north of Red Bud and about the 
same distance west of New Ath- 
ens. Or try this on your mental 
map: a dozen miles due south of 
the Belleville square. 

Hecker bears an _ honorable 
name and right now is _ the 
time to remember it. For 
yesterday was the 150th an- 
niversary of the birth of 
the German revolutionist, pa- 
triot, orator and Civil War sol- 
dier for whom Hecker was 
named. He was Friedrich Karl 
Franz Hecker. 

When Hecker came to the 
United States following his 
heroic exploits in Germany in 
the Revolution of 1848, he was 

received in a half dozen Amer- 
ican cities as a conquering 
hero and one of the biggest of 
all the ovations was in St. 
Louis. After the Civil War, 
along with such other native- 
born Germans as Carl Schurz 
and Henry Brokmeyer, he was 
a highly-influential leader of 
the large population of Ger- 
man origin in St. Louis. and 
nearby Southern Illinois. 
Hecker was born in 1811 in 

Eichtersheim, Baden, in a fam- 
ily of prominence. His mother 
came of a noble line and his 
father was a court counsellor. 
He went to school first in the 
lyceum at Mannheim and then 
studied history and law in the 
universities at Heidelberg and 
Munich. By his early 20s he 
had earned the degree of doctor 
of law. 

Becoming an advocate in 
Mannheim, he quickly won 
prominence in the legal profes- 
sion and almost as soon found 
himself in the thick of the new 
political movements that sought 
popular rights. In 1842 he was 
elected to the chamber at Baden 
and there he took a leading part 
in the agitation for parliamen- 
tary government. 

Almost overnight he won fame 
throughout Germany because of 
his eloquent speech in the Baden 
chamber in opposition to the in- 
corporation of Schleswig - Hol- 
stein with Denmark. Then in 
1845 he undertook a trip to Ber- 
lin—Germany in the 1840s was 
even more divided than it is now 
—and was expelled from Prussia 
a: an undesirable person. 

Banishment from Prussia only 
made Hecker mcre popular in 
other parts of Germany. When 
his colleagues were willing to 
compromise on halfway meas- 
ures in the chamber, he held out 
for a full program of reforms. 
Then rather than give in, he re- 
signed his seat in protest in 1847, 


Aside from Paris, he had seen 
almost nothing of the world out- 
side Germany and so went to 
Southern France and Algiers, 
then as now an area of conten- 
tion. But his constituents called 
on him to return to Germany to 
resume his efforts for popular 
rights. At the Offenburg popu- 
lar convention in September 
1847, he was a co-drafter of the 
program of the ‘“‘Claims of the 
Peopie of Baden.’ 

An idealist above all 
Hecker now began to move in 
the direction of revolution 
against the monarchical authori- 
ties. He thought the depressed 
peoples were at last ready to 
free themselves of the en- 
trenched overlords who con- 
trolled the life and economy of 
the German kingdoms and prin- 
cipalities. 

Hecker took the big leap on 
March 31, 1848 when, at the pre- 
liminary parliament at Frank- 
furt, he presented a resolution 
for a united German republic. 
This radical move was turned 
back by the moderates in the 
body and the Baden government 
took energetic measures to pro- 
tect itself. Hecker hurried to 
the Swiss border and at Con- 
stance proclaimed the Republic 
of Germany. At the same time 
he appealed to the peasants of 
the Black Forest and the Lake 
District to take up arms in the 
name of the newly proclaimed 
républic.

Hecker was so carried away 
by the cause of freedom and so 
moved by the response of his 
audiences to his magnetic per- 
sonality that he was sure his cal] 
to arms would touch off a tre- 
mendous and irresistible upris- 
ing. Several thousand faithful) 
adherents did gather about him, 
but they were sadly lacking in 
weapons. 

When the revolutionary forces 
met the well-armed troops of 
Hessen and Baden April 20, 
1848, at Kandern, it was any- 
thing but a fair contest. The 
little civilian army under Hecker 
was put to flight by the -trained 
monarchal soldiers and the 
revolutionary leader escaped 
into Switzerland. Doing so he 
survived to fight again for free- 
dom, the next time more than 
a quarter of the way around 
the world. 

His Baden constituents were 
still Joyal to him and again 
elected him to their chamber. 
But the government of Baden 
refused to respect his immunity 
and at Frankfurt the new parlia- 
ment declined to seat him. Be- 
lieving that the free United 
States would provide the finan- 
cial assistance needed to over- 
throw the German rulers, 
Hecker emigrated to America.

When Lincoln appeared on 
the national scene in 1858 with 
the challenge to Senator 
Stephen A. Douglas, Hecker 
lined up with the tall, home- 
spun newcomer.

Still a newer career opened to 
Hecker with the outbreak of the 
Civil War in 1861.

Friedrich Karl Franz Hecker’s

IF MY FAMILY had been 
unique, I should consider it pre- 
sumptuous to write about them;

They were middle class in

The tenderizer pre- 
digests the muscle tissue, It does in advance exactly 
what the digestive processes do later anyway. Further- 
more, the action of the tenderizer stops with heat of 
cooking. All the many tons of tenderizers used so far 
have given no indication of harming anyone. Tender- 
izers are sale. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I have been taking gelatin for | 
my fingernails. Two people have told me it also keeps | 
cholesterol down. One person has brought doubt to my mind. 


She suffers from high blood pressure and was told she could 
have no gelatin desserts in her diet. 
other than the flavoring? H.S. 

The flavoring is of scant consequence. Plain gela- 
tin is a form of protein. The desserts, molded salads, 
etc., contain quite a bit of sugar. In high blood pres- 
sure, I don’t see what difference it makes whether the 
gelatin is plain or flavored, other than that sugar 
adds weight. Of course, there may be something about 
the case that you and I haven’t been told. 

I certainly see no harm in your taking gelatin. I 
doubt that it keeps the cholesterol down. I think in 
some cases it may help brittle nails, but this cannot 
be. guaranteed. In any event don’t expect results in 
a short time.
